Plainclothes Patrolman F. C. (Red) 
Foster has “gone to South Carolina” 
fo arrest and return a wWwoman 
wanted as a material witness in 
the case, and nothing will be 
given out concerning Warren until 
Koster and the witness return to the 
city, Sturdivant said. He added that 
Foster's return “was expected today 
unless the witness refused to returp 
to Georgia voluntarily and necessitat- 
ed legal steps to bring about her re- 
turn. ' 
Sturdivant said he also planned to 
have a number of witnesses who saw 
Professor Johnson and the “tall man 
with the black eye’ view Warren as 
soon as Foster returns. 

Johnson, principal of two Hartwell 
schools and vocational training diree- 
tor for.that area, was beaten about 
the head and killed late on the night 
of June 20 or early on the morning 
of June 30. His badly battered body 
was found in his parked motor car in 
the 700 block on Angier avenue early 
on the morning of the 30th. 

A number of witnesses said they 
had seen Johnson and the tall man 
in Atlanta the night before the pro- 
fessor’s body was found, but none of 
them have furnished an accurate de- 
scription of the man. Detective John 
W. Lowe, who worked on the case for 
a time, went to Lawrenceville and 
Athens, retracing Johnson's route 
from his Hartwell home to Atlanta, 
and found a number of persons in 
those two cities who said they had 
seen the professor and his tall com- 
panion en route to Atlanta. 

In his meager information concern- 
ing the arrest of Warren, Lieutenant 
Sturdivant said that his squad had 
determined that Warren had been a 
visitor at Hartwell a number of times. 
but he would not say whether or not 
he had learned of any association 
between the slain professor and the 
prisoner. 

Since the creation of the anti-crime 
squad about three weeks ago, Sturdt- 
vant said he had a ‘detail assigned 
to the Johnson ease anid 
investigating other unsolved Atlanta 
wiirders, including the killing of Rob-

Wilmington,. August 13.—(}— A. 
judgment said to involve approximate- 
ly 9@ per cent of the country’s radio’ 
manufacturers and an estimated $20,- 
000,000 in back royalties has been 
handed here by Federal Judge Hugh 
M. Morris against the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. 

The judgment, which was an- 
nounced yesterday, affects three bene- 
ficiaries, Francis W. Dunmore, em- 
eosed in the bureau of standards, 


ashington: P. D. Powell,’ former 
bureau employe, and Dubilier Conden- 


is headed by Wiliam Dubilier, all ap- 
pearing plaintiffs. 

The decision is the result of a suit 
brought in 1927 against the Radio 
Corporation of America. alleging in- 
fringement on patents owned by plain- 
tiffs for the manufacture of instru- 
ments for radios which eliminated the 
necessity of storage batteries and 
made it possible to operate from stand- 
ard residence lighting systems. 

Testimony brought ‘out that Dubi- 
lier had been at work prior to 1924 
on elimination of storage batteries 
from radio sets, He went t6é Wash- 
ington in 1923 to take out patents 
for what he thought was a practical 
method to accomplish the result and 
there he met Dunmore and Lowell. 
‘They had been perfecting a method 


to share equally in royalties. 


The first of the attachments were 
brought out in 1924 and a few com- 
panies purchased licenses for their 
manufacture. The Radio; Corporation 
of America was among those that re- 
fused to recognize the monopoly and 
in 1927 the Dubilier company brought 
suit. 

The judgment. calls for an’ count- 
ing of the books of the Radio Cor- 
poration for payments of alléged dam- 
ages incurred by plaintiffs. An appli- 
cation for an injunction restraining 
the Radio Corporation from using the 
patent until full accounting has been 
made will be filed at once, it was said 
by attorneys for the plaintiffs.

“We will exert our efforts toward 
completing the highway to Ringgold 
early this fall,” the chairman of the} 4 
board declared. “That would leave 
only a short detour for tourists com- 
ing down from Tennessee.” 

Colonel Tate’s statement was made 
after he had been informed of a re- 
port from Chattanooga that winter 
travel to Florida would be routed 
around that city unless steps were 
taken to improve the highway lead- 
ing from there to Atlanta. 

The report was accredited to Roy 
McKenzie, president of the Chatta- 
nooga Automobile Club. It was said 
that- he had. received a letter from 
Bert Vanderwarf, manager of the 
touring and foreign travel bureau of 
the Chicago Motor Club, declaring 
that a fund was being raised in cities 
along the route to advertise a road 
to Florida by way of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, Lexington, Ky., Asheville, N. 
C., and Augusta, Ga. That route, 
he said, would be adveritsed as pref- 
erable to the road through Atlanta. 

Officials in the traffic department 
of the highway. board said that travel 
between Ringgold and Fort Oglethorpe 
would be over a gravel road in good 
condition. From Fort Oglethorpe to

cessfully by Dr. Snook’s attorneys at 
the conclusion of the testimony. Judge 
Scarlett overruled the motion, 

Seek to Stop Death. 

Next the defense asked the court to 
remove the possibility of a verdict 
that would carry the death penalty 
by striking out the charge of premedi- 
tation, which the state has stressed so 
emphatically. The defense contended 
the premeditation charge «was con- 
trary to the evidence. They again 
were overruled. 

The signed confession which attrib- 
uted to Dr. Snook the wilful slash- 


ing @f the girl’s jugular vein to re- 
lieve her suffering from hammer blows 
he had inflicted during a quarrel, 
therefore, was left to the jury to be- 
lieve or disbelieve, as it sees fit. As- 
sistant Prosecutor Paul Hicks, who 
began the closing arguments for the 
state. held the confession up before 
the jurors as the truthful and yol- 
untary ‘statement of the defendant, 
notwithstanding the fact that he re 
pudiated almost every line of it on 
the witness stand. 

Hicks told the jury that Dr. Snook 
took the young co-ed to the New York 
Central rifle range on the night of 
June 13, quarreled with her when 
she spurned the relations he suggest- 
ed, beat her mercilessly with a ham- 
mer when she repulsed him and final- 
ly mutilated her body with his pen 
knifé to make it appear that a ale- 
generate had committed the crime. 


Self-Defense Plea. 


He was answered a short time later 
by Attorney E. O. Ricketts, who 
opened the arguments for the de- 
fense, 

The testimony of the doctor him- 
self shuws that the relations he had 
with the girl at the rifle range were 
suggested by Miss Hix, that she at- 
tempted to maim him and he resort- 
ed to the use of a hammer to protect 
his own’ life, declared. Ricketts, 

‘The confession that was obtained 
from this defendant was not a volun- 
tary statement of what occurred on 
the night of the killing,” he added. 
“Tt was obtained from him by the 
use of force. through . threats and 
promises and, the court. will .charge 
you that if such is the case you must 
not consider it, 

“Dr. Snook told the truth when 
he took the witness stand and de- 
scribed what he remembered of the 
killing. He said he struck only four 
hammer blows that he can recall and 
he remembers nothing about cutting 
the girl’s throat. This, is a case of 
manslaughter, even if you disregard 
the fact that he killed { self-de- 
fense,”’

New Orleans, August 13.—(4)— 


Determined to maintain peace in the 
street car strike after a day of riotous 
disorders in which four city commis- 
sioners were mobbed by union sympa- 
thizers in cotncil chamber, the com- 
mission tonight instructed Theodore 
Ray, superintendent of police, to aug- 
ment the police force with any num- 
ber of officers necessary, and clamp 
the law down on “jitneys’ and motor 
buses, 

The jitney drivers, hundreds of whom 
are furnishing transportation in the 
strike, were given until Thursday 
noon to comply to the letter of the 
law, with the citv ordinance requiring 
from each a $5,000 indemnity bond. 

Today's howling mob of some 500 
persons in and about the city hall 
were spurred by their leaders into as-

Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley sought 
to adieurn ai wild meeting of

The bruised and battered city eom- 
missioners conferred after the riots 
with Judge Rufus EF.

HOOVER URGES STATE. 


FEDERAL CO-OPERATION 


Announces Agreement Be- 
tween California Officials 
on Water Development. 


Washington, August 13.—(2)—Co- 
operation between the federal govern- 
ment and the states in the solution of 
their problems was presaged in the an- 
nouncements today by President Hoo- 
ver that his administration and the 
officials of California had reached an 
agreement tor the appointment of a 
joint commission to determine the pol- 
icles to be pursued in the development 
of the Golden State as to irrigation, 
flood control, navigation and power. 

The president long has been opposed 
to the haphazard and often conflicting 
action of different agencies, federa! 
and state, dealing with these problems, 
and is determined to exert his influ- 
ence to co-ordinate the work of these 
various agencies to bring about a com- 
prehensive program of development. 

His views on the subject were set 
forth during several of his campaign 
addresses in whieh he declared for 
complete coordination of the work of 
improving the inland waterways of 
the country for navigation, irrigation, 
flood control and power. 

California has a waterway problem. 
the solution of which generally is 
recognized as of far-reaching impor- 
tance to the state’s future develop- 
ment. The president as a resident of 
the Golden State has been cognizant 
of the situation, and during his visits 
there personally has observed the 
waterway conditions. , 
_ Somewhat similar conditions exist 
in a number of other states, particu- 
larly those along the headwaters of 
the Mississippi and Missouri rivers 
and some of those in the south. 

Co-ordination of effort between the 
federal government and Florida in 
controlling the flood waters of Lake 
Okeeechobee already has received the 
attention of the president as a result 
of his personal inspection of that dis-

However, prof- 
it taking on a large scale led after- 
ward ‘o price setbacks. It was esti- 
mated that 2,000,000 bushels of Unit- 
ed States and Canadian wheat was 
bought today for shipment to Europe. 

Closing quetations on wheat were 
irregular at 5-Sc net decline to 1 1-Se 
off, and provisions varying from 40c 
drop to a rise of 2c 

Emphasizing the market effect of 
big Furopean purchases of domestic 
and Canadian wheat today were ad- 
vices that Argentine rains has proved 
to be inadequate to afford complete 
relief from drouth, and that a similar 
vituation is apparent in Australia. Dis- 

atches at hand said the provinces of 

intre Rios, Cordoba and Santa Fe, 
Argentina, had received only show- 
ers, and that in Cordoba especially 
wheat is suffering from drouth. Other 
reports contained news that even with 
perfect weather from now on the three 
eastern provinces of Australia cannot 
raise more than half of a normal crop. 

Advances of 11-8 to 13-8d a bush- 
e] for wheat at Liverpool received par- 
ticular notice, too, as a stimulus 
toward higher prices here, the Liver- 
pool market today having been ex- 
pected to show a decline. 

Corn prices declined sharply after 
an early advance. Weather condi- 
tions on the whole were rather aus- 
picious for corn, and the crop in 
general was reported:as making rap- 
id progress. Kansas and Nebraska r-- 
ports, however, were distinctly ad- 
verse. The oats market Iacked a 
prop,

New York, August 13.—(4)—Fur- 
ther price recessions were liberally 
scattered through the investment bond 
list today. Selling of the rails was a 
little less pronounced than yesterday 
and first grade obligations in this 


group had a somewhat steadier tone, 
but the general tendency of the car- 
riers, the backbone of the market, was 
again downward. 

Uncertainty over the furure of mon- 
ey rates has weakened sentiment 
toward the fixed charge, low coupon 
securities.

New York, August 13.—(#)—Bull 
forces partially lest their grip on the 
stock market today, but by concentrat- 
ing on a selected assortment of lead- 
ing stocks were able to send prices 
irregularly higher. The volume of 
trading picked up considerably, more 
than 4,000,000 shares changing. hands. 

Bullish activity was again concen- 
trated under the banner of United 
States Steel, which was hurled up 
about 11 points to -another record 
price at 240 1-2, but closed at 257. 
The stock was turned over in huge 
volume, nearly 500,000 shares, or 
about ~ per cent of the day’s total 
transactions, changing hands. The 
movement was stimulated by uncon- 
firmed rumors of a stock splitup and 
an extra dividend, in connection with 
a meeting of the finance committee. 
The directors, however, do not meet 
until the twenty-seventh, and no an- 
nouncement is expected before that 
time, at least. ; 

Call money was easier, renewing at 
8 per cent and dropping to 7. There 
was little calling of loans, and funds 
were said to be accumulating at the 
banks against midmonth- settlements. 
Time money, however, was firm at 9 
per cent, end there appeared little 
change in underlying credit condi- 
tions. The federal reserve condition 
statement of 101 weekly reporting 
member banks showed a reduction gf 
$69,000,000 in Joans on s°curities in 
the week ended August 7. Reserve 
borrowings, however, increased slight- 


ly. 

The day's news was largely favor- 
able, particularly the departmeot of 
commerce foreign trade figures for 
the first half of the year, showing an 
increase in exports of 10 per cent, 
practically all of which was in man- 
ufactured goods. July copper statis- 
tics indicated a gain in refined stocks 
during July of about 14,500 tons. 
This gain was not regarded as par- 
ticularly unsatisfactory, however, as 
large consumers were not in the mar- 
ket during that month. Crude oil pro- 
duction figures were still unfavorable, 


showing another decline for last 
week. The first half report of Ameri- 
can Woolen was again unfavorable, 
showing a: net loss of $2,499,159, as 

mpared with a loss of $894,704 in 
he first half of 1928. \ 

The Standard Statistics Com- 
pany-Associated Press. price indices 
of 50 leading industrials and 20 lead- 
ing rails were carried substantially 
above their levels just previous to the 
Friday reaction, but the index of 20 
utilities, moving up 4.2 points to 312.3, 
still was 2.7 points under last Thurs- 
day's close. 


The market opened irregular but 
price trends were soon turned upward 
until the last hour, when profit taking 
was heavy. Commission house opin- 
jon as to the state of the market was 
sharply divided, some still advising 
their customers to prepare for a see- 
ondary reaction, while others found 
market conditions highly satisfactory. 

Several steels were carried higher 
by the upturn in United States Steel. 
Bethlehem, Crucible and Inland reach- 
ed new high ground in moderate gains. 
Union Pacific was a. leader in the 
rails, rising 13 points to a new peak 
at 280. Chesapeake and Ohio sold up 
about 7 points, but lost much of its 
gain later. 


Allied Chemicat, Columbia Gas, Con- 
solidated Gas, General Electric, Gil- 
lette Safety Razor, Simmons, West- 
inghouse Manufacturing, Westing- 
house Air Brake, Wright Aero and 
United Aircraft made sizeable gains. 
Peoples Gas rallied 15 points, regain- 
ing much of yesterday’s loss. American 
Telephone gained about 4 points, then 
reacted. 

Atchison turned heavy in_ profit- 
taking, losing about 4 points. Radio 
sagged 3. Other soft spots were 
American Machine and Foundry, De- 
troit Edison, Macy. May Department 
Stores, Murray Corporation, Pitts- 
burgh Coal, and Southern Railway, 
all of which sagged 2 to 4 points. 

Commodities generally moved in 
narrow ranges. Wheat held barely 
steady, but corn lost about 2 cents a 
bushel en favorable weather. Cotton 
moved up 85 cents to $1.25 a bale on 
covering prompted by bullish weather. 

Foreign exchanges, were fairly 
steady, although sterling cables sagged 
slightly to $4.84 25-32 cents.

TAKEN FROM LIST 
OF FLY HOSTS 


Orlando, Fla., August 13.—(4)-— 
Strawberries, cucumbers and beans of 
all kinds, including string beans, 
lima beans and cow peas, have been 
removed from the list of fruits and 
vegetables classed’ as hosts to the 
Metliterranean fruit fly, by action of 
the state plant board at its regular 
montbly meeting held in Gainesville, 
it was announced today. The new 
state regulations will thus permit the 
growing, - packing and_ shipping of 
these vegetables in both the infested 
and protective zones. 

Lima beans are classed as hosts un- 
der the federal regulations and under 
these, at present, may not be ag 
in interstate commerce. They are, how- 
ever, permitted by this new action free 
movement inside the state of Florida, 
the announcement stated. 

Another relaxation of the state regu- 
lations, voted by the state plant board, 
was to allow nurserymen to pack 
nursery trees in spagnum moss where 
moss is so handled from points of 
harvesting to delivery in nursery pack- 
ing houses, and stored in a manner 
which in the judgment of the inspec- 
tors eliminates danger of spread of the 
fruit fly.
